As you are aware, from Noveiaber 2, 1972, through 
November 8, 1972, the Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA) Building, 
19th Street and Constitution Avenue, Washington, D. C., was 
occupied by several hundred American Indians, Extensive, 
damage was inflicted on the building and equipment before 
the Indians departed on November 8, 1972, Nuitierous items of 
Government property including official documents and office- 
type equipment were removed by the Indians. 

A Metropolitan Police Department officer, 

Washington, D, C., working in an undercover capacity in 
coordination with the FBI, developed a close association 
witli Henry Lyle Adams, National Director of the Survival of 
American Indians Association, who was actively involved in 
negotiations during the "sacking" of the BIA Building, This . 
officer was personally present in the building during this / 
period of time. Through his association with, Adams and one / 
Nita Collins, an associate of Adams, the officer learned 
the records removed from the BIA Building were distributed 
to various places in the. United States, In January, 1973, 
tlie police officer advised Adams personally had told him 
some of. the stolen documents would be turned, over to 
Jack Anderson, the nationally syndicated columnist, through 
Anderson's associate, Leslie Hunter vrhitten, Jr,, in return 
for a sun of $100,000. Adams further advised the officer that 
V?hitten had on several occasions previously viewed other docu-’

While returning the cartons containing the. documents 
to Adams' apartment, the officer observed, through a split in a 
carton, notebooks and other items which appeeured to be similar 
to items he, the officer, had. personally removed fr<»ti the BIA . 
Building. Prior to this, the officer had questioned Collins 
as to Aether Jack Anderson would get copies of the BIA files 
or the originals; and Collins replied that Anderson would get 
the originals unless copies could be made. 

The facts as developed up to the late afternoon of 
January 30, 1973, were discussed with Assistant United States 
Attorney William: B. Collins^ Jr.r t^ashington, D, C., who 
authorised the seizure and arrest of known persons involved 
with these documents. At approximately 1.0tOO a,m./ January 31 r 
1973, Special Agents of this Bureau observed ^'ihitten and 
Adams outside of the apartment building where Adams resides 
with, two boxes previously described by .^the officer. Based on 
the authority of the Assistant United States Attorney, they 
were arrested and charged with violations of Section 641 
and 2071, Title 18, United States Code—possession 
and concealment- of documents and other property of the BIA. 

The two cartons in their possession and a third carton 
subsequently located were seised, and. it- was determined they 
did contain original documents belonging to the BIA removed 
during the November siege of the BIA Building, 

For your information, in connection with Collins' 
comment to the officer to the effect that if they were 
caught they were to say they were picking hp t^e documents 
to turn them over to ttie police, the three cartons seized 
by this Bureau had written on. the top' of each box, ■

Thi» concerns the sacking of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs (BXA) gilding, Washington, D. C., llovcnbor 2-8, 1972, 
wherein Indian denonstrators barricaded theiaselves within the 
building, causing extensive danage and stealing Coverment 
records and artifacts. 

A police officer in an undercover capacity infiltrated 
the Indian novenent in the Washington, D. C. area, gaining 
the trust and confidence of Hank Adars, an Indian leader who 
was heavily involved in the negotiations between the Indian 
occupants and Governaent officials. Adams, together with an^-i 
associate, is reportedly traveling to North Carolina in the 
near future where a large <}uantity of stolen Govenuaent 
docuisents, believed from the BIA Building, are stored.

This will confirm conversations on February 1 and 2, 
1973, between Hr. Carl W. Belcher of the Criminal Division 
and Inspector Henry A. Gchutz, Jr«, of this Bureau relative 
to an approach made by syndicated columnist Jack Anderson to 
Special Agent (SA) Dennis Phillip Hyten of our Washington 
Field Office on February 1, 1973.

As you are aware, SA Hyten was contacted by an 
individual who identified himself as Jack Anderson at 
approximately 12:35 p.m., on February 1, 1973, euid queried 
as to whether he had any coitaaent to make relative to the 
arrest of Anderson's employee, Leslie Hunter fThitten, Jr. 

No comment was made by SA Hyten, at which time Anderson 
informed SA Hyten that he had violated the First Amendment 
of the Constitution and his actions were inconsistent with 
liis sworn duty to uphold the Constitution of the United States. 
SA Jiyten was informed that Anderson intended to conduct a 
thorbugh investigation into his background to determine 
a person like him came to be employed by 

Anderson advised SA Hyten ^Q^ he, Anderson^,® ^ 
possessed information that Hyten was well aware Hank Adam ; 
was collecting the stolen Bureau of Indian Affairs documents 
from various Indian groups £or the express purpose of 
returning them to the Government. Anderson stated that 
SA Hyten concealed his knowledge of Adams' true purpose in 
collecting the documents and, therefore, personally is 
responsible for the travesty represented by VJhitien’s arrest 

Anderson stated he intends tp go to Congress, and 
he will have SA Hyten "haul^ up" before <k>ngress and intends 
to write numerous stories ccmcerning SA Hyten and this incident. 
Anderson stated that at any time SA Hy^n desired to discuss 
this matter with Anderson and give him nis side of the story, 
his door would be open. SA Hyten declined the opportunity 
to discuss the matter with Anderson. Anderson thanked Hyten 
and the conversatiquf^nded.

SA Hyten then placed a telephone call to .Anderson's 
office at 1612 K Street, N. Washington, D. C 4 , telephone 
number 347*’4325, and asked to speak to Anderson. Anderson, 
according to a voman answering the telephone, was not in; 
but at approxintately 1:15 p.m., a person identifying himself 
as Jack Anderson, the columnist, returned SA hyten*s call. 
iJA dyten Identified the voice as being that of the first 
caller. During the second conversation Anderson again extended 
the opportunity for SA Hyten to discuss the entire case 
concerning Whitten's arrest. SA Hyten again declined to 
comment. 


After a review of the facts, Ihr. Belcher indicated 
this type of conduct, although reprehensible and reasonably 
intimidating in its effect, does not come within the purview 
of the Obstruction of Justice or Criminal Investigations 
Statutes, Section 1503 and 1510 respectively, Title 1$, 
United States Code. Specifically, according to Mr. Belcher, 
SA Hyten does not fall within the description of individuals 
covered under Section 1503 (influencing or injuring officer, 
juror, or witness generally), nor did the communication 
have the effect on the criminal investigation as required 
by statute under Section 1510*

Although 
the officer was ADAMS' main and most frequently used source 
of 'transportation^ ADAMS is ^reported to have other essociates 
who would furnish him transportation. In this same re.gard, 
it is further noted that the undercover officer did in fact 
transport ANITA COLLINS to the Washington, D,C. Greyhound 
Bus Terminal on 1/30/73, at ^^ich time COLLINS signed for 
and received the 3 cardboard Boxes Containing the stolen 
.government documents. This, in itself, illustrates ADAMS' 
reliance on the undercover officer for transportation 
purposes and, coupled with the fact that the officer was 
available on the morning of 1/31/73, tends to suggest that 
WHITTON was not essential for transportation purposes, j^he 
arresting Agents noted thstWHITTEN’S vehicle was a 1973 
Chevrolet Vega hatchback. The rear trunk ’’id and rear window 
form the hatch which can be raised to accommodate large 
packages if' the rear Seats are folded down. > Dpon his arrival, 
the rear seats of the WHITTEN's'Vega were'in the fold down 
position and this suggests that WHITTEN went to ADAMS' residence 
with the intent of picking up large packages. Concerning the 
statement that ,the material was being returned to BIA, this is 
currently under vigorous investigation. ■ ; , 

In regard to the comment concerning a MICHAEV^NT^ 
",...a bodyguard of ADAMS,*' a reporter who identified himself 
as FNU WELLS appeared at Apa’^tment 503, 1464 K.I., N.W.-, 
Washington, D.C.;, .and was advised by Special Agents of WO 
that the apartment was "secured", no mention of HUNT was ever 
made.

SA LBARY indicated to Mr. imiTTEN at that time that 
he was placing him (Mr. V/HITTEN) under arrest for the possession 
of stolen government property, as he (SA LEARY) had reason to 
believe that the carton in Mr. VJHIIT'BN’s possession 
contained stolen government property, which property had been 
removed from the Bureau of Indian Affairs Building, lfi)C. 


Mr. WHITTEN then indicated that there was no reason 
to arrest him for possession of that property, inasmuch as 
he was merely assisting in the transportation of the property 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). He advised 
that the boxes were, in fact, addressed to the FBI. 


Mr. WHITTEN set the carton he had been carrying 
down adjacent to the Chevrolet Vega, described above. 


SA LEARY proceeded to orally advise Mr. V/HITTEN that he had 
the right to remain silent; that any statement he night make 
at that time could be used against him in court; and that 
he had the right to consult with an attorney or legal counsel 
prior to making any statement. Mr. WHITTEN indicated that he 
uhderstood his rights.

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Mr. WHITTEN stated again that he had Intended to 
turn the property in his custody over to the FBI. 

SA LEARY indicated to Mr. VJHITTEN that he would be 
transported to the Washington Field Office (WPO) of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI), v/here he would be afforded 
identification procedures, that is, fingerprinting and photo¬ 
graphing. He was also advised that he would be permitted upon 
arrival at the WFO to contact his attorney by telephone.

Mr. WHITTEN removed a pen and paper from his coat and 
requested and received SA LEARY*s full name. He'then requested 
the na^bs of all those Agents i-xho were present at the scene 
of his arrest at that tine. SA LEARY advised Mr. yJHITTEN that 
he would be apprised of the identities of other Agent personnel 
present at the scene at a later time as appropriate. 

Mr. WHITTEN again protested his arrest, stalling that 
the property in his possession had been scheduled for delivery 
to the FBI. 


SA DENNIS F. HOFFMAN arrived at the scene of Ih*. 

WHITTEN*s arrest at that tine. Upon his arrival, SA HOPPriAN 
orally advised Mr. \^HITTEN of his identity and displayed to 
him hisiofficial credentials as proof of his identity. 

Mr. WHITTEN protested his arrest and Indicated that 
he would voluntarily accompany the arresting Agents to their 
office with the property that had been in his possession. 

SA LEARY advised Mr. WHITTEN that he would be handcuffed 
and transported to the WFO in accordance with normal arrest 
procedures. 

SA CHARLES W. HARVEY, vrho was also present, observed 
that the rear seat in the above described Chevrolet "Vega" 
had been folded down to create trunk space vxithin the vehicle. 

SA HARVEY then placed the two cardboard cartons, which were 
adjacent to that vehicle, in the trunk of a Bureau automobile. 

SA HARVEY placed a third carton, similar in appearance to those 
two cartons, in the trunk of another Bureau vehicle. They were 
subsequently transported to the WFO. 
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During Hr. WHITTEN’S transportation to the WFO, SA LEARY 
again orally advised lit*. VJKITTEN, in the presence of SA HOPPKAN, of 
his constitutional rights to remain silent and to consult with 
legal counsel. Mr. WHITTEN indicated again that he was familiar 
with those rights, and stated that SA LEARY had previously advised 
him of those rights. 

During the course of Mr. WHITTEN’S transportation to the 
WFO, he made repeated protests that his first amendment rights 
had been violated by his arrest. He reiterated that the property 
which had been in his possession at the time of his arrest, v/as 
to have been turned over to the FBI. He stated that information 
present on each of the cartons would verify his statements as 
the boxes were addressed to an Agent HYTER (phoentic) of the FBI. 

Upon arrival at the WFO, Mr. VIHITTEN was afforded 
standard identification procedures, that is, he was photographed 
fingerprinted, and searched. 

While at the WFO, Mr. WHITTEN was provided with a tele¬ 
phone. He subsequently contacted his attorney on that phone. 

Mr. WHITTEN was furnished with a printed form entitled 
"Your Rights". He read the contents of that form and indicated 
that he understood his rights. After reading the noted form, 

Mr. VJHITTEN advised that he \irould not sign the form without con¬ 
sulting first with his attorney. 

Subsequently, Mr. WIIITTEN’s attorney, Mrs. BETTY MURPHY, 
arrived at the WO, Mrs. MURPHY was afforded an opportunity to 
talk with her client; I^r. WHITTEN, privately.

In connection with the FBI arrest of Whitten, an 
associate of columnist Jackr Anderson, former FBI Assistant 
Director Robert Wick, currently in the Public Relations 
Department of Pan American World Airways, on February 1, 

1973» telephonically advised FBI Headquarters of his favor¬ 
able association with Whitten. According to Wick, Whitten 
in the past furnished, information to the FBI and was of 
great assistance in utilization of information furnished 
him for the betterment of this Bureau. Wick continued he 
has always known Whitten to be most honorable, well xrespected, 
and completely honest.

My memo of 2/7/73, which is attached, advised of o^act by the ^ 
Staff Director, Cornelius R. Anderson, Investigative Staff, House Appropriati^'fc^ 
Committee, and Assistant Attorney General McKevitt regarding request of Hi 
for information relative to the results of the FBI investigation of the Indian Afi 
matter. Mr. Anderson telephoned late yesterday afternoon to advise that he hi 
touched base with Congresswoman Julia B. Hansen, Chairman of the Interior 
Subcommittee of HAC. Later the same day, there had been some discussion 
witli Chairman Mahon, as a result of which it had been decided that the letter 
from Chairman Mahon to the Attorney General would simply ask to be advised 
of legal action taken to date by the Federal Government in the Indian Affairs 
matter. Further, it had been decided that the Investigative Staff would notbe.Kv 
contacting members of dissent groups. In discussions with Congresswoman 
Hansen, the point was specifically covered with her that the Investigative « 

Staff would not be interviewing Henry Lyle Adams and,she agreed with this ' \

Mr. Anderson mentioned that SA Dennis F. Creedoh, who is on,loan ■ § 

to the Investigative Staff, had received a telephone call from Bob Wick, former^S 
Assistant Director of the FBI and now with Pan Ameren Airlines. According, ^ 
to Anderson, Wick told Creedon that he considers Le;^%hitten to be "an honor-' § 
able guy" and thought it was an injustice to arrest whitten^ Wick thought it , 
would have been better to have called Whitten as Whitten, according to Wick, 
had been cooperative with the FBI in the past. Wick further ccpimented that 
he thought Whitten would be interested in talking with the FBI as no one seems 
to believe his story. .
